Washington, D. C., May 13.—A regular army of 206,000 men at peace strength capable of 


expansion to 254,000 men in time of war, was agreed upon today by house and senate conferees 
on the army reorganization bill, the first of the big national defense measures. The report will be 
submitted to both branches of congress for ratification next week. The conference agreed on an army 
reorganization bill to establish regular army with 206,000 peace strength, and a national guard of 425,-

In this 
calculation, however, there 
are excluded 5,723, Philippine , 
scouts, 6,409 in the quarter- 
master's corps, 7,290 in the • 
medical department, 3,387 in . 
the signal corps, and 8,750 
unassigned recruits; a' total ' 
of 31,650. These added to the.

give a total regular army 
peace strength of 206,659. The 
president is authorized to in- 
crease the regular army divi- 
sions to maximum strength 
without congressional action.

Twenty abreast, filling the streets from curb to curb, keep- 
ing in step to the patriotic tunes of two hundred bands, the parad that began this morning ana 
lasted for fifteen hours or longer. 
It is estimated that at least 1,000,000 persons saw the demonstra-

and other professional men, city officials and city employees and 10,000 members of the National 
Guard in uniform and thousands of veterans of the Spanish war compose the long column, ine 
lawyers are led by twenty justices of the supreme court.

it is expected that the last division will not reach the disbanding 
point until midnight,.

Instead of one passenger station, Portsmouth will receive two 


from the Norfolk & Westers railway, the main station to be locat- 
ed on Chillicothe street, south of the north bound tracks, at the 
foot of Houston Hill, and the other, a brick sub-station, with all 
conveniences east of the Gallia street crossing, south of Gallia 
street, west of Broadway. The sub-station may be used by the B. 
0. also. All trains will stop at the sub-station except the mid- 
night trains, and it will be a "Provisional" stop for these. 


The improvements as contemplated will represent the outlay of 


several hundred thousand dollars, and will have much to do with 
the future of Portsmouth. The Norfolk & Western owns all of the 
property required for the East End station, and has to purchase 
ocly a few lots from Mr. Filmore Musser, the Cissna property, to 
provide for the filling in near the mam station, which will be 
necessary when both the main line tracks will use this route. Op- 
tions on this additional property have already been secured. 


Several other sites and plans were at first considered, includ- 


ing a location east of the Gallia street crossing, at Broadway; at 
Lincoln street, where the present freight depot is located; at Off- 
nere and Tenth street between Lincoln and Offnere, 
at North 


Waller, on. both the east and west sides, but the above locations 
were finally decided on.

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WHY SHOULD MEN GO TO CHURCH? GIVES REASO 


(By Kev. Samuel Iiindenmeyer) 


Personally, I would prefer 


to have this question apply 
not only to men but to all 
people- However, as it has 
been stated thus, I shall en- 
deavor to answer it briefly 
as it is stated. 


One of the saddest declara- 


tions of our Lord, to my mind, 
is His 
accusation against 


Jerusalem, that He would 
have gathered "her" children 
but they would not, that is, 
they did not want to be gath- 


ered. The- privileges were of- 
fered, but they w«re refused 
because of lack of interest. 


I feel that all the excuses 


that are offered by men for 
not going to church, if they 
were expressed in plain, man- 
ly, truthful language, would 
simply revert to the state- 
ment: "I do not want to," or 
not to be quite so blunt, "I 
do not choose to." Making 
allowance for physical and 
exceptional impossibilities, I 
have found in all walks of 


life and in all professions, that 
if men desire to do things 
they will find leisure and op- 
portunity to do them, not ex- 
cepting regular church at- • 
tendance. 


Now, why should men go' 


to church? In the first place 
let me state that they ought 
to go that they may know 
what the church is, what it 
stands for and what it does. 


I doubt whether there be 


an institution anywhere that 
is judged by such superficial 


knowledge as that by which 
judgment is passed on this in- 
stitution. 


Hen, let us be frank and 


fair—do you pass judgment 
on anything else with so little 
actual, first hand information? 
Has your church attendance 
and your study of the Bible 
convinced you that the church 
is what it is and does what 
you claim it does or does not, 
or are you judging fay what 
others tell you or by your 
own imagination? 


An institution that has 


stood for all these years in 
spite of internal dissensions 
and external opposition, that 
has wrought some of the 
greatest miracles that the 
world knows of, changing 
unnumbered men and women 
from lives of selfishness to 
lives of self sacrifice, that has 
completely transformed many 
countries and that has the 
promise, so long as it stands 
on the confession of Peter: 
"Thou art the Christ," shall 


not 
even 
be 
prevailed 


against by the gates of hell- 
that institution ought at least 
to merit a profound investi- 
gation. 


Secondly, man having origi- 


nated from God and "having; 
been created to God," ought 
to be reminded 
again and 


again that a really successful 
life is only that life which re- 
turns man to his original pur- 
pose; blessedness in perfect 
communion with God. 


Thirdly, conditions among 


men will be improved if men 
are continually reminded by 
God's Word what is expect- 
ed of them in their relation to 
their fellowrnen. 


Fourthly, we need men 


who, by open confession, will 
show before the world that 
they desire to support an in- 
stitution with such lofty aims. 


Fifthly, as Elizabeth 
Fry 


, has stated "Mercy toward 
the soul is the soul of mercy." 
It is essential to be merciful 
to my own soul to be strength- 


ened in tho communion of the 
merciful, and to petition the 
Lord by united efforts to be 
merciful to mankind. 


Sixthly, we need men who 


by then- daily associations 
with men in their industrial, 
business 
and 
professional 


careers learn to influence men, 
so that by their experience we 
may profit. 


Finally, men ought to go to 


church because they need the 
church and the church needs 
them.
